sider running an 'op-ed' article from you about the effects of the tax 
increase. . -. 

• Mail out press releases from any organizations you belong to that

• Speak with your town and state officials. Make sure they know what 
effects this tax will have on the community. Ask them to adopt a reso¬ 
lution against it. then publicize their action. 

• Call the 1 -SOO-STOP-FET tine to get updates on the current status of the 
FET proposals.
